Effect of ſo great an Example, and Preſident of the Good- 
neſs of God in Chriſt; to be able, when things are. never 
ſo black in their Appearance ; Yer tos rejoyce in the Lord, 
and to Glory inthe God of our falvation ? 

This therefore is that, that we ſhould weigh continually 
in our thoughts ; However diſconſolate things look ; If we 
could but look up to God ; if we could but look up to God ;;

In the ſecond Place ; when it is ſaid, Jehowah-jireh, and 
that God was pleaſed to give a Typical Ram, in the place of 
Tſeac, that was ready to'be offered ; there was a great re- 
preſentation init, -of the Lord Feſus Chriſt, the great Sa- 
crifice for Sin ; 'the great Sacrifice, Atonement, and Propi- 
tiation for Sin. And'this is the deep meaning, and the Spi- 
ritual meaning:of Fehovah4jireh ; that when any one lyes un- 
fer the fenſe of the W rath of-God for Sin, and knows no Re- 
medy for his Soul, for his Eternal Ranſom and Reſcue from 
Wrath, which 1s to come ; then there is a Jehovah-jireh , in 
bringing in Chrift tothe Souls of his People ; in ſhewing 
Feſus Chriſt, the great Expiation and Atonement.

commended to Poſterity , they write them upon. Pillars ;

Marble they can find : They ſet them out of the Reach ,

' So this is God's pleaſure, concerning Fehovah-jireh. In- 
deed, It is a great Conſolation to any of the Servants of 
God, to find, 1n any neceſſary caſe, that God was pleaſed 
to ſay, To this Day : That God, in ſuch a wonderful man- 
ner, appeared to Abraham, when his Caſe was at worſt, and 
at loweſt,concerning hisSon T/aac.

In all our Troubles, - He is the God'of all Comfort ; Who 
comforteth us (as he goes On, in all our tribalation, that we 
may be able to comfort them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we our ſelves are comforted of God, And 
then again, in the 8, 9. verſes of the Chaprer ; How excel- 
lently he ſpeaks, (as it were) out of this very Scripture ? 
For, me would not, Brethren, have you ignorant of our troa- 
ble which came to us in Aſia, that we were preſſed out of mea- 
ſare, above ſtrength, inſomuch that we deſpaired- even of life.

-  Andrhough God is pleaſed to preſerve us, in Regard of 
the'Publick, in fo much Peace and Enjoyment of the Op-

' And, however, 1n our own particular, we don't know 
to what a very pinch we may come ; That, if we have not 
a Jehovah-jireh , our Condition would be. wholly Comfort- 
leſs, and evento the very utmoſt of Deſpair : I ſay this, 
If we have hot a Fehovah-jireh, if we have not that to bear 
us up, and comfort us.

an Appearance, a ſight of God, Rev. 22. 4.(a placeT have 
often mentioned upon that account) Azd they ſhall ſee his 
face, and his Name ſhall be in their foreheads ;, His Servants 
* ſhall ſerve him; They ſhall ſee his face; They ſhall al- 
wayes be upon this Mount Tehovah-jireh. Upon one of 
the Mountains, which I will tell thee of, ſaith God.; And the 
Name of that Mount is Jehovah-jrreh ; that 1s, the Lord will 
appear. 

my I fay, It leads us till that time ;, We have need of a 
Jehovah-jireh till then, becauſe of the Darkneſs , and 
Clouds that may be about us. But in that Mount of the 
Lord he will appear. There will be a continual fight of 
his Face, and no Fear. As ſoon as'ever there was y” ee 
jireh to Abraham, his fears were over , All his fears con- 
cerning 1/aac. were immediately removed.

I would open that Expreſſion to you.in theſe. three. Par-: 
ticulars of it. 


Firſt, In the Mount of the Lord it ſhall be ſeen. 
The Firſt Senſe is, 1» the Moart ; that is, In the Mount 


of Extremity, The Lord will ſee, or Provide; When things. 
come to the uttermoſt worlt ; as they did here with Abraham: 


and: 
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and 1/aac; when the Father layd the Knife to the Throat 
of his own Son, his onely Son, his onely Beloved Son ; In 
ſuch a Mount God will be ſeen, or he will fe and provide, 
This Moant, Moant Moriah was a Type of Mount Calvary, 
where our Lord was to be Crucifyed; the only Beloved 
Son of the Father cryed out, My God, why haſt thou forſaken 
ze ? But in that Moaxt, God did ſte, and provide. There 
was a Glory, a Paradiſe for Chriſtto enter into. So when 
God brings bis Servants under great apprehenſions of Evils, 
and Dangers, Fears, and Horrours ; In that Mount the 
Lord will ſee and provide ; Tn Infini:e Riches of Grace and 
Mercy to them, he will take care. 

'There 1s great Eaſineſs of the Original Words to paſs in- 
to this Senſe, as you may. obſerve in the Margin of your 
Biblss : GoG will reach out extraordinary help to his Ser- 
 vants, as here to Abraham. 
 Fndeed, weare ready to bleſs our ſelves in the Abun: 
dance of outward Peace., Proſperity, and Enjoyments :, 
We are ready to bleſs our ſelves, if we have.no trouble of 
Conſcience, nor Fears of +in and Hell, of Guilt and Wrath ;. 

But we ſhould: conſider, when God brings us to that 
Mount, then he:ſhews his Love moſt to his Servants, in 
fome admirable help to them; Till we underſtandin fome. 
meaſure, ſuch a meaſure as- God ſees fit, the Extremity of 
things, We do not find the Stupendious wayes of God's: 
proviſion in ſuch Extremity ;. when he brings nigh to -the. 
very Gates of Hell, and then ſhews us his Son ;. Oh, how- 
Rich is the Grace! So when God brings: through many 
tribulations ; though zo Afﬀiidtion be at the: preſent Joyous,, 
but Grievoms ; yet if he brings us to his own. Kingdom ,. 
How great 1s the Provifion ! Or, it he give ſome great Out-- 
ward Deliverance, or make us partaker of his own Holy-- 
eſs, or Give us the peaceable Fruit of Ri eggs then. 
God ſees for us inthe Mount, If he Chooſes us,. though in- 
_ the Furnaceof AMiQion, and gives us the A 
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hach fo chofen us, then he fees for as. All theſe apree 
with this Monumental Inſcription, Fehovab+jireh,The Lord 
will fee, or provide. | 

In the Second place ; It isExpreſt, I» the Mount of the 
Lord, Tt may be read, He will be ſee : God will be ſeen ; Or, 
he will be ſeen in the Mount $0 us ; He will ſhew us himſelf; 
how deſirable is that Face of God, If he will but ſhew 
himſelfto us? As Moſes prayed (you know) to God : Let 
we ſee thy glory ; let me ſee thy face, O when God is pleaſed 
to ſhine out in Chriſt; to Reveal himſelf in Love, and in 
Grace, to any Soul ; If'the Lord be but pleaſed to be with 
us; If he be but pleaſed to ſhew us that he is near! Fear 
not, ſaith God: T am with thee, Tt is a great Place of 
Scripture, inthe Prophet Zephany, concerning that Infinite 
Loveand Goodneſs, when he ſhews himfelf in a way of 
Grace to his Children, Zyph. 3. 14, 15, &'c. Sing, O 
Daughter of Zjon, ſbout, O Iſrael, be glad and rejozee with all 
the heart, O Daughter of Jeruſalem, The Lord ha h taken 
away thy Judgment : (That 1s, the Judgment of his Wrath 
and Indignation) he hath caſt out thine Enemy; the Kjng of 
Iſrael, even the Lord is in the midſt of thee : Thou ſhalt not 
z evil any more, The Lord is 1n the midit of our Souls, 
and in the midſt of our condition.

:* And proportionably, every Eminence of Grace, every 
exaltation of Mercy;,. and gracious Providence- of God 
towards his Servants may be ſtiled This Mont of God. 
And his Attributes of Grace and Power being therein 
ſeen to them, it may be ſaid, Iz the: Mount of the Lord 
it ſball be ſeen; that is, the Almightineſs of his Grace, 
and Goodneſs. 

I would a little briefly Argue this Point toyou, to ſhew 
the uſe of this to all Ages, and ſo come to a cloſe in the 
Application, as I have ſaid, that we may be ſtir*d up con- 
tinually, to renew and tore-inforce our humbleſt Supplica- 
tions at the Throne of Grace. | 


- - The: Firſt-thing T would deſire you to conſider, is, 
Why God hath taken care this ſhould be ſpoken of to all 
Generations : It 1s, | 

In the Firſt Place ;- becauſe the Government of God 
over the preſent ſtate of the World, till that Kingdom of 
Jeſus Chriſt, is ſuch, that through many AMiQtions, ma- 
ny. Tribulations, (as you know the Apoſtle ſaith) we muſt 
paſs, that we may enter into the Kingdom of God. 

Indeed, we have much other apprehenſions of theſe 
things : We think God bleſſes us (it may be) when we 
are 1n all manner. of outward injoyments ; We think this 
1s the only way to have the aſſurance of the Love of 
God, and of the Favour of God : But the Apoſtle James, 
chap. 1. 2, ſayes, My brethren, count it all joy when you 
fall into divers temptations, Knowing, that the trying of 
Jour Faith worketh patience.: And ſoon. And ſo the Apo- 
{tle Peter, 1 Pet. 1. 6. ſpeaking of the Salvation that 
was £0 be revealed, that would take off all Sorrow, all 
Temptation, all AﬀMiftion, faith, Wherein ye greatly re- 
Joyce, though now for a ſeaſon (it need be): ye are in heavi- 
nefi, through manifold temptations: Therefore, becauſe 
God knew his Government over the World, would be 
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the paſſing his Servants through many Tribulations , 
through many Temptations ; - and that they muſt often=-. 
times come to/be (as we ſay) agaſt at it, to be in Hor- 
rour, Aſftoniſhment, and Perplexity ; therefore he takes 
care early, in the Father of the faithful, and by him, to 
ſet up a Pillar of Remembrance, a Monument, with this 
Memorial upon it ; that in ſuch a time as that, God 
will appear. 
' © therefore! As Chriſt ſaid, We ſhould zot meditate 
aforehand, what we ſhall anſwer , bat it ſhall be given us in 
that hour. 

So, when God leads us through deep and dark Waters ; 
HK we were but able, in the midit of all of them, to find 
God, and to be aſfured, and to take hold of him ; If he 
would be pleaſed to give us himſelf in that hour, by a 
Jehovah-jireh ; O what abundant ſatisfaction would ir be 
to any Soul | As Shadrach, Meſhech, and Abednego, when in 
the midſt of Flames, O. how full of Comfort were they ! 
God was with them , thete was a Jehovah-jireh, | 

So, If God fend any manner-of AMictions ,- If there 


| be but a Fehovah-jireh, Tf we have but the Comfort of this,, 


it will bear us up above all. 

Now then, becauſe Ged knew the Government he In- 
tended over his Servants, till the very Kingdom of Chriſt 
would require ſuch a thing as this, therefore he thus 
Fave it : But then, - EIT 
- Tn the Second Place ; beeauſe he knows what the hearts 
of his People have been before, and: that ſo they wyul be to. 
all Generations, He knows very. well, that. the hearts of 
his Servants are ready to faint , and to flag in Aflition, 
and to- come to. great thoughts. of Heart, and' into great 


- Fears, into great Amazement. As David ſaith, He knows 


Our frame, Pſa. IO3. Þ9, He remembreth. that we are duſt; 
Liks as a Father pitieth his Chilaren, ' ſa the Lord pitieth them 


that fear him. God knows, that the Spirits are ready to: 
D faih, 
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fail, that he hath made ; as he ſpeaks, I/aiah:595. If'I-had 
not (ſaith God) provided them ſuch: a: Cordial as: this, If 
T had not given them ſuch an Antidote againſt the: Poyſon 
of Affiction in it ſelf; I know how ſad it would. be with 
them. 

God knows the Temper of his Servants, even from Ge-. 
neration to Generation ; that if he touch them:; if he:Re- 
buke them, they cannot bear it. | 

When thou for Tniquity, dot corre Man, thou makeſt his 
- beauty to conſume awgy like 4 moth. He knaws, that he can-; 

not touch us , Wong A are ready to crumble to duſt,. under: 
his hand, as ſoon as we can cruſh a Moth. And therefore, he 
hath provided this, as an Aſſurance for us, to bear. us up, 
and to ſtay us up, in the day of AMiCtion, in: the day of 
Calamity : And then, | 


The Third and laſt Reaſon is , Becauſe God is the fame, 
in his Unchangeable Love, in his Unchangeable Goodneſs 
to his Servants. Even as he was to: Abraham., lo he will 
be to every one of us; It may be not in the ſame Glory of 
Degrees, in the ſame Spread of the Communications of 

-Grace ; But in the ſame Faithfulneſs, in the ſame Reality, 
from one Generation to another; All thoſe that are his.Ser- 
vants, ſhall find him to be the very fame God ; As. 
{ure, as he appeared thus to Abraham, If any of: us can 
lay we are bs , ſo ſure will he be the very ſame God to- 
us : For, He is a God that changeth not. His Mercy i Ewer- 
laſting ; As David ſpeaks in that very P/.103.. at the: x7. 
verſe. The Mercy of the Lord # from Everlaſting to; Ever- 
laſting upon them that fear him, and hu - Righteouſneſs unto 
. Childrens Children, It goes throughout all Generations: 
Abraham was the Father of. the Faithful; Andall are: his 
Children, that walk im the ſteps. of bis Faith; . And. his 
Children, to the very laſt of them, ſhall be.as-ſure: af. a 
| .  . Febovahs 
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Fehovah-jireh'as Abraham hitaſelf was; 'and as it'is Recor. 


ded-inthe Word-to us, 


The Uſe therefore that I would make of theſe things, 
is, | 


In the firft place, To beſeech very one-of you, that we 


may be:careful to lay this Foundation, this good Founda- 


tion, either in regard of :our outward Condition, 
as to what Changes God 'may make upon 'us 'in the 
World : Or, as to what Doubts and Perplexities we 
may be brought into. And therefore , to have well 
pondered , to have well meditated,-and-to'have well dige- 
ſfted in:our thoughts , and'to have come to an Ability to/live 
upon this J-hoveh-jireh. O be not Strangers'to theſe things !_ 
Don't live in Eating, and in -putting on of Apparel, and 
the Convemiences-of Lite , but go out in your thoughts to 
theſe Conſiderations; A time will come certainly , as T 
have told you, 'every one muſt come'to this Extremity, to 
dye (at leaft, until the Glory of the Kingdom 'of Chritt): 
and, if that Glory does not ſo ſoon appear (as the igenera- 
rality cannot be perſwaded that it can be ſo near ) we muft 
be ſure to dye. 

Why therefore, T make uſe of that very Argument ; 
You know, that you muft come todye. O the great Al- 
cent that you muſt make, out 'of Time into Eternity ! 
Would you not have a Fehovah-jrreh at that time, that God 
would then ſee, and then provide, and then appear ? As. 
# he ſhould ſay, Tl take you out of this Body , out'of this 
World ; but I have provided for you ; TI have provided a 
Habitation for you, with my ſelf; and Pl1 take you to my 
_ O ſay ! Would you not be glad to be ſo provided 
or ! 

And when you find the whole Creation in a Convulſion, 
and that it cannot ſerve the ends of this Life ; and _ 
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God ſhould then ſay, Here's a more High, and Excellent 
Life for you. And then, again, He cannot be a Wiſe 
Man, that does not prepare for Afﬀition ; They have xo 
Changes , therefore they fear not God; You may be ready 
tothink, a Man that has an even Courſe of Profperity, all 
his Life, is in a happy Condition. But, therefore (faith 
he) they fear not God , becauſe they have not Changes. 

To lay up therefore, (as the Apoſtle ſaith) 2 good foun- 
dation againſt the evil day; Donot think , that all your 
Evil dayes are paſt; Till you come to the Kingdom of Jeſus 
Chriſt , till you come to that Moazt indeed , you will not 
be out of all trouble. That Mount of Death is a Mount 
that cannot be touched, becauſe of the Fear, and Horrour 
that is about it, You don't know how terrible it is; And 
therefore, to gather againſt ſuch a time as that, and to 
lay, up a good foundation, Oh how neceſfary ! 

That's the firſt thing that T would earneſtly perſwade 
you, and my Self to; And, 

In the ſecond place ; that you would get as much Ac- 
quaintance with God, now, as you can, and as much of 
the Senſe of God, as you can; As God madean Appearance 
to Abraham; And ſuch an Appearance, How Welcome 
and Deſirable was it |! | | 

O that we may live much in the ſight of God , in the 
Face of God , in a Holy Communion with God ! That 
we might have a Holy-Mount-Communion with God , 
upon which we may write,and call it Jehovah-jireh, a Gra- 
cious Appearance of God to his poor Servants, O let us 


much walk with God, much deſire to ſee God ! Let us of- 


ten Cry out, Oſhew me thy face! O Let my God lift up 
the Light of his Conntenance upon me ! Let my Soul be 
much with thee, and do thou be pleaſed to be much with 
me : And let me fee thy Face , and as thy Servant, Let 
me -ſervethee; and let thy 'Name be upon my Forehead. 
And then, | In 


by, 
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In the third place , be aſſured, to all thoſe that do thus 
ſeek the Face of God, and defire to find an Intereſt in him, 
and a Portion in him in Chriſt ; Be ſure, God will not fail 
you: Though you dowt think it before, it may be, 
Though you have not the Conſolation before ; yet, be 
aſſured, God will come in to you : He will as certainly 
come in to you, as he came in here to Abraham: You ſhall 
certain'y have the very Sample (as I may fo Expreſs) of this 
Jehovah-jireh ; You 1hall have it for your Caſe, and for 
your Soul. And then, 

In the Fourth, and laſt place ; Though we are ready- 
to think, there is ſo little Appearance of the Kingdom of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and of that Mouzr, of that Kingdom, the 
Name of which, ſhall moſt properly be (as T have ſhewn 
you) Jehovah-jireh ; Yet I ſay, Be not diſcouraged ſo 
much : For, though every thing looks (as we may think) 
contrary to it, yet for all that, it may be very near ; For, 
indeed Propheſy does upon many accounts Repreſent to 
us, 2 very Dark State, before we come to that very Mount ; 
before we come to that very time. 

Therefore as Habakkuk prayed, Hab. 3. when he was 
under great Apprehenſions of Evil, and had been under 
great Apprehenſions of God, in that Kingdom and Glory 
to come; he prayes, ver. 2. O Lord, I have heard thy 
Speech, and was afraid; O Lord, revive thy work in the midſt 
of the years ; inthe midſt of the years, make known; in wrath 
remember mercy. | 

This midſt of the years, whatever particular ſenſe we 
may gather of it, any of us to our ſelves, yet every one 
may take this ; It is whenever we'do nat ſee the Work of 
God riſing and going forward, and Proſpering, and grow- 
ing Greater; We may ſafely then make uſe of this ; O Lord, 
T ſee things ſo and ſo ; It makes me afraid : I befeech thee, 


that thou would'ſt Revive thy work in the midſt of the years , 
wherein 


/ 
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wherein it ſcems not to be going forward » Thou would'ſt 


wake it known : In wrath remember mercy. Though thou 
ſcemeſt to be Angry, and to withdraw thy feff , and as'to 
all ſigns of thy Frefence, thou lett*ſt it feem to grow dark ; 
yet., T cannot but .carneftly preſs thee , that i» wrath thou 
would ſt remember mercy. 

So when it falls upon any particular Perſon of us; O 
Lord, in the midft of Wrath, remember Mercy. 

We ſhoyld never be ſatisfied till we have Pray*d (as T 
' may ſo Expteſs. it) the Kingdom of Chriſt, out of all the 
Diladvantagipus Appearances, wherewith it is incumbred. 
And undoubte(ly, itis the work of this Age, if 'Chriſtians 
would be perſwaded, upon ſuch occafions as this is, moſt 
Earneſtly to cryout to God ; Thy Kingdom come : O let thy 
Kingdom appear \ In the midft of wrath, remember mercy : 
Revive thy work th the midſt of the years. 

If we are therefore now Encompaſt with Clouds and 
Darkneſs, as to th Appearance of the Kingdom of Chrift , 
this ſhould not diſchurage us, or make us give over , but 
ſhould make us cry but more earneftly, O that we could 
Wreſtle with God this day | That we could frive iz Prayer ; 
that we could give him 10 reſt ; that we were ſo Importu- 
nate, that his Kingdom might appear. 

For, nothing, indeed, can truely do us good (as to a 
State) but the Kingdom of Chriſt. Every Viſit of God , 
every Mercy of God is exceeding Precious, exceeding Va- 
luable; But if you ſpeak of a good State, nothing can 
make it good indeed, but that. 

Though we ſpeak of a State of Grace, an Admirable 
and Sure State, in the main ; yet at preſent it Conflias 
with many Fears, Doubts, Corruptions, with many Temp- 
tations; Nothing can make us'truly Happy, but only the 
Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 


And 
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And therefore, though we ſee now ſo much /abouring in 
the fire, (as T have often ſpoken) and wearying oar ſelves for 
very Vanity ; Yet, let this be our Conſolation, that God 
hath ordained it to be ſo, that this Kingdom may be the 
more Wellcome to us. | 

Though you find Religion going backward, though you 
find the work of Converſion (as it were) at a ſtop, and tur- 
ned off; though you find Mens Spirits grown vain, and 
more Carnal, and more Worldly ; yet this is only to ſer 
off, and to Recommend, and to {weeten the Hope and 
ExpeQtation of the Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to 
us. Becauſe. (as God faith) 1+ is of the Lord of Hoſts, 
it ſhould be ſo : Becauſe that he will ſhew his Glory , the 
Glory of the Lord ; The Kyowleadge of the Glory of the Lord 
ſhall cover the Earth, as the V Vaters do the Sea: AsT have 
_ times demonſtrated to you, from that 2 Hab. 14 
verſe,
